As  you  may  recall  YTL ,  the  owners  of  Wessex  Water  are  planning  the  redevelopment  of  Filton 
airfield,  which  lies  just  within  South  Gloucestershire.  As  part  of  this  we  have  acquired  the  three 
Brabazon  hangers  which  are  adjacent  to  the  site  but  sit  within  the  Bristol  boundary.  These  are  very 
large  structures,  such  that  the  02  arena  would  fit  in  one  of  them!

It  was  very  good  to  meet  you  in  KL  and  have  the  opportunity,  between  your  other  meetings,  to  show 
you  something  of  YTL's  work.  You  will  have  seen  that  YTL  have  considerable  experience  in 
developing  distinctive  regeneration  projects  with  high  quality  design  and  construction;  they  have 
also  rolled  out  high  speed  voice  and  data  connectivity  across  Malaysia  in  just  3  years  and  their 
partnership  with  10,000  schools  across  the  country  is  making  a  real  difference  to  education.  Given 
your  interest  in  promoting  better  rail  connectivity  within  Bristol,  I  hope  the  visit  to  the  Metro  system 
and  YTL's  high  speed  link  from  the  airport  also  provided  some  useful  background.
